-  Spend  the  reserved  $46,00  on 
other  beautification  projects  in  Zone 
One 

25  New  Trees  Planted  in  the  District 

-  The  BID  was  given  50  trees  for 
both  districts  from  Board  of 
Engineering  for  their  projects  in  the 
area  that  have  had  to  remove  trees. 

-  BOE  to  plant  trees  then  trees  are 
BID'S  responsibility 

-  Identify  tree  wells  and  match  with 
appropriate  species  of  trees. 

Planters 

-  The  planters  have  proven  to 
become  blight  in  the  public  right  of 
way. 

-  Working  to  remove  the  planters 
and  placing  in  storage  until  the  BID 
can  donate  to  a  worthy 
cause/organization.

-  H  Club  has  committed  to  give 
$10,000  towards  a  new  tree  to  be 
planted 

-  BOE  has  agreed  to  give  the  BID  50 
trees,  one  of  the  species  of  which  is 
a  Canary  Date  Palm.  However,  the 
tree  would  only  be  8  ft.  tall. 

Hollywood  Blvd.  Palm  Trees  Lighting 
and  Holiday  Decor 

-  The  Chamber  and  the  BID  went  in 
on  holiday  decorations  with  keeping 
the  lights  up  in  the  palm  trees  year 
round.
